OFFICIAL TOWN OF EAST TROY PLANNING COMMISSION MINUTES 

JANUARY 5 th , 201 1 AT 7:00 P.M. 

Chairman Kranitz called the meeting to order at 7:00P.M. Present were the following 
Commissioners: Klarkowski, Zelenski, Trampe, DeGrave, and Stark. Commissioner 
Midman was excused. Also in attendance were 10 residents. 

Chairman Kranitz advised that this Commission operates on a split meeting format. 
That this is the Public hearing portion of the meeting. The Commissioner's Viewing and 
Decision making meeting will be JANUARY 19 th , 201 1 at 7:00 P.M. The petitioner or 
agent will present their request, then we will ask for people in favor of or opposed to the 
petition and the petitioner will then have a chance for rebuttal. All comments need to be 
addressed to the commission and not the applicant. 

Chairman Kranitz advised the first item on the agenda is the approval of the 
December 1st, 2010 Planning Commission minutes. Commissioner Klarkowski stated the 
only change is Road capitalized on the first page (Beach Road). 

Commission DeGrave moved to approve the December 1, 2010 minutes with the 
correction. Commissioner Zelenski seconded the motion. The motion carried by 
unanimous vote. 

Chairman Kranitz advised that the second item on the agenda is a Conditional Use for 
a Residential Development, Spleas Skoney Road, PA3951-3 & PA4303-2, by Benjamin 
Smith. 

Benjamin Smith stated that lot four is 23 1 feet in the front. C-2 zoning requires 300 
feet wide in the front. This is a minor subdivision with four lots. Walworth County 
Zoning will allow a lot less than 300 feet wide with a Conditional Use PRD. Setbacks 
are shown on the CSM by the dotted lines. Walworth County stated a PRD is a good use 
for the parcel, so they are looking for the Conditional Use. Nothing has changed the 
CSM has four lots, all being five acres. Ben Smith is requesting that the Planning 
Commission take action tonight and the Town Board take action January 10, 2010, as 
nothing has changed except the County requesting the Conditional Use on the PRD 
application. 

Commissioner Klarkowski questioned the shore land zoning and if there were any 
issues with Walworth County Zoning. Lot four being within the shore land zoning. On 
Lot four most of the house would be outside the shore land dotted line. 

Chairman Kranitz discussed the 300 foot front line that Walworth County requires. 
The house faces the driveway or road and has to be the 300' width. The front of the 
principle structure defines the lot width, rear street yard goes to the front of the house. 

Commission Klarkowski stated he views this as a technicality. 

Ben Smith stated he is on Walworth County Board agenda for the Conditional Use in 
February. He has had contact with Faye Emerson at Walworth County. He presented a 
preliminary storm water analysis that was completed by Kapur & Associates Engineers. 
This request is consistent with Smart Growth plan. 
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Chairman Kranitz asked if anyone wanted to speak in favor of the Conditional Use 
request. No one spoke in favor. 

Chairman Kranitz asked if there was anyone wanted to speak in opposition of the 
proposal. 

Charlie Stops, Spleas Skoney Road, stated his objections: easement, water runoff, 
entrance (23 feet), horses, polluting Potters Lake and traffic issues. 

Chairman Kranitz discussed the setbacks, road versus driveways, etc. 

Commissioner Klarkowski explained the setbacks on the CSM. The Town is not 
able to add setbacks to the CSM. The driveway will be built according to Town 
standards. Traffic is not an issue. The easement is approximately 88' road easement, 
where it meets Spleas Skoney Road. 

Tim Lynch, RSV Engineering, believes that what they are doing with the easement is 
legal. Walworth County handles all storm water run off, not the Town. 

Commissioner Klarkowski read the Storm Water Management presented by Ben 
Smith. 

Commissioner Stark moved to approve the Residential Development Conditional Use, 
CSM as presented, Spleas Skoney Road, PA3951-3 & PA4303-2, by Benjamin Smith. 
Commission Trampe seconded the motion. Discussion followed. The motion carried by 
unanimous vote. 

Chairman Kranitz advised the third item on the agenda is the Ames Subdivision. 

Tim Lynch, RSV Engineering, presented the Conceptual Review for the development. 
There will be two access points. There are a total often lots. Dale Ames does not want 
to do the A-l rezone now, as the conversion fees are high. The Village of East Troy has 
extraterritorial review on the roads. The Village does not review the zoning. 

Commissioner Klarkowski advised Dale Ames and Tim Lynch to contact Walworth 
County to address the phase time lines. This Planning Commission Meeting is an 
information type meeting at this point. 

Mr. Daly, Swoboda Road, stated he is opposed to the subdivision and discussed the 
subdivision on Townline Road. 

Jim Hough, Swoboda Road, wants the subdivision laid out before it is presented to 
the public. 

Duane Cherek, East Troy, wants to purchase lot 8 in the Ames Subdivision. 
Discussion followed on the time lines for rezoning, roads, etc. 

OTHER BUSINESS: Commission Klarkowski advised the Planning Commission of 
the Walworth County Zoning proposed Township veto authority over Conditional Uses. 
The Commissioners all agreed that they support the County change and Walworth 
County will be notified that the Town Planning Commission is in favor of the proposed 
Resolution. 

Commissioner Trampe moved to adjourn the meeting at 9:00 P.M. Commissioner 
DeGrave seconded the motion. The motion carried by unanimous vote

2. Solves problem 

3. Well done (house quality) 
Negative Issues: 

1. It's a wall 

2. Future owners may not want it 

3. Perception of precedent 
Neutral Issues: 

1 . Wind Impediment 

2. Sunshine Impediment 

3. Size - scale factor 

Commissioner DeGrave agrees that the fence is needed in the area. 

Commissioner Zelenski does not believe that the fence will solve the problem. 

Commissioner DeGrave moved to approve the Fence Height Variance, W1021 
Miramar Drive, PMR00023, by Tom Braier/Dale Clark. Commissioner Klarkowski 
seconded the motion. Discussion followed. The motion carried by unanimous vote. 

Commissioner DeGrave moved to adjourn the meeting at 7:30 P.M. Commissioner 
Zelenski seconded the motion. The motion carried by unanimous vote.
